Of this number, not orer 600,000 can 
poiiibly have been supplied by foreign 
immigration, the reel of tho total of 
920,000 immigranU in thoiw yearn re- 
maining in the Eait or in towna and 
eitieR of tho Paoiflo ooait. At least 
1,880,000 people have, therefore, gono 
from tho Kwt and from Virpnia and 
Kentucky, in the last five years; ovor 
600,000 during 1878. There is no 
mistake about the fact that times have 
grown outer. Tbtro ii lest labor un- 
employed, and there is larger coninmp- 
tion of manufactured goods. Tliu mi- 
gration to the new State* would alone 
have been the means of producing thii 
rOTult, even if it had had no material aid 
from any other source. 


The regions to which the migrators 


principally went in 1878 arc Teias, 
KnnsM, Dakota, Nebraska, Minnesota, 
and California, in the order named; but 
some have gone to Florida, Arkansas, 
Colorado, Iowa, New Mexico, and tho 
reeionn beyond the Rocky mountains. 
Nebraska gained 100,000 of the«c new 
ncttlers during 1878. Oov. Pillnbury, 
of Minnesota, writes that his State 
gained 50,000. 
Kansas gained proba- 


bly 125,000. 
The Arkansas valley in 


Kansas alone pained 65,000 settlors in 
1H7H. 
The eminence of Kansas in 


wheat-production in 1878 is due to the 
immigration of previous years, and Much 
has been the rush this year tlmt Oie 
position of Kansas as tho banner State 
in wheat seems guaranteed for some 
time to come. 
While Kansas gained 


125,000 of new settlers in 1878, 
it w 


estimated that Dakota did the same, the 
rush to that region being, of course, duo 
largely to the mining excitement, al- 
though not exclusively. Texas claims 
to havo gained half a million during 
1878, but there is no proof that tho in- 
flux to tho State was more than 200,- 
000 at th« very outside. 
Tho move- 


ment to Florida and other regions was 
small.—AVw York Trilimr.
